Morphine Mistaken for Quinine.

The bottle was properly labeled 
and had a poison label besides, but the 
parents could not rend and administered 
the morphine, supposing it to be quinine. 
The coroner's jury attaches tho blame to 
the manufacturer of the drug.

And .Reported as Killed In Battle—Mere

Novel Experience of an Atlantic 


Liner Off Newfoundland Bonks. 


Coontleu Number* of Mountain* of Ice, 


Float Acron the Steamer's Path and 


Present the Fantastic Appearance 


of a Beaatlf al Frozen City. 


No liner ever had a more spectacular 


voyage than the twin screw Atlantic 
transport steamship Mobile, which haa 
just arrived from London. The Mo- 
bile carried 34 saloon passengers, among 
whom were many children. When she 
struck the latitude of the southeasterly 
edge of the banks, the temperature took 
u tumble of 30 degrees, and the passen- 
gers, who hod been on deck for several 
days, sought comfort in the saloon. 
At eight o'clock in the morning the mer- 
cury had faJlen to the freeing point. 
Capt. Layland had observed at dawn am 
immense ice field to the southwest of 
the ship. He changed his course to the 
westward to avoid danger in the masses 
of drifting ice. But he could not es- 
cape the crystalline panorama and the 
children, who peeped through the ports 
at the gorgeous arctic show, were glad 
he could not. 


There was a stiff wind blowing from 


the kie caverns of the north, and it was 
hustling tine big bergs down across the 
westward steamship track. There were 
fleets and fleets of tihem, so many that 
Capt. Layland could not count them, 
and so fantastic that the children, could 
not be persuaded to lea.ve the ports for 
faar of missing any part of tlie spec- 
tacle. The captain says that the sea 
to the south of him for miles and miles 
looked in the clear atmosphere like a 
frozen city adrift. The bergs were 
from 20 to 200 feet high. Some of them 
were green, and simmered like spring 
foliage after a shower. These were 
bergs recently detached from the great 
glaciers of Labrador; others of 
tie 


gigantic fleet were snow white, and un- 
der the glare of the sun and the warm 
influence of the Gulf stream they were 
fast going to pieces. Cataracts and 
rivuleits poured down their honey- 
combed sides into the sea with a gurgle 
that was heard aboard the ship. For 
four hours the Mobile threaded her way 
among the big and little bergs and floes. 
She was forced to change her course 
five times to avoid collision or imprison- 
ment. Every now and then one of the 
honeycombed ice mountains would 
"turn turtle'' with a rush and a roar 
that filled the hearts of the little ones 
at the ports with wonder and delight. 


It was so cold when the sQiip was in, 


the middle of the great pack that only 
a few of the hardiest passengers ven- 
tured on deck. The biggest berg seen 
was about 200 feet high and nearly a 
quarter of a mile long. The ship 
eteamed so close to several of the big 
berge that a good ball plover might, have 
easily tossed a ball to them. Some of 
the bergs were almost, circular, and KO 
white that they looked like mammoth 
BnowballB.

Hush Vandeveer, at the Allsbury saloon 
on Xorth Water street over an old trouble 
they had at T.iylorivlle, and at the eml of 
the racket Vandeveer found himself, cut 
m the arm and in the side with the small 
blade oi a penknife.

Young Athey \\.is also 


found and both were questioned closely 
as to their whereabouts before and since 
Hackmanu disappeared. 
It appears that 


both Gigham and Athey left Decatur on 
February 2(ith ou a tramping trip. 
They 


went from Dccatur to Litehlield, to Pana, 
Yandalia, Effmgnam, Grconup, Casey and 
Marshal villc. On March 1 they were at 
Marshall where they stopped at a hotel 
and where Gigham put up his coat for 


clothes and other articles. " There are 
what appear to be red stains on part of 
the clothing, and a, bandanna handker- 
chief is spotted with blood, one corner be- 
ing soaked in human gore.
